THE SHING MUN 
- DELAYS 


Sir Henry Pollock's speech in the 
Legislative Council on “Thursday, 
urging pressure on the Home Gov- 
ernment for sanction to commence 
the second section of the Shing Mun 
acheme, by no manner of Means re- 
presents his first effort to get this 
project under way. Indeed, to- 
gether with the other Unofiicials, 
he has plugged awny at the subject 
time and again, but without the 
least satisfaction having been ob- 
tained. It is not an easy task to 
place the blame for the delay ‘in the 
proper quarter. The fact is well 
jnown, however, that, had certain 
oflicers of the P.W.D. had their 
way, the work would have | been 
commenced long ere this, . There 
have been suggestions made, in 
Council, too, that opinions in Gov- 
ernment circles at one time were 
divided on the matter. There is 
probably some truth in this story, 
for we do know that, for reansons 
connected neither with the enyineer- 
ing aspects of the scheme or the. 
financing of the project, there was 
for some considerable time sa mark- 
ed diginclination on the part of the 
Government to carry out the seheme 
ns originally intended. The result 
was, without question, a serious 
waste of valuable time. : 

But whatever may have happened 
In the past, it is only fair to puh 
on record the fact that the Govern- 
ment has for some time past, long 
before the present crisis, been seck- 
ing to obtain the necessary pcr 
mission from the Home authorities 
to, proceed with the second section 
of the scheme. Indeed, it has beon 
‘Ablo to show not only that the pro- 
ject fa feasible from an engineering 
point of view, but that thore is no 
questioning the Colony's ability to 
finance it. That being tho caso, it 


is Incxplicuble that there should be |. 
this continued detay. Indecd, ft fa 
nothing short of .a disgrace that 
this Colony should be dependent on 
the whim and caprices of Colonfal 
Office officials who Have no direct 
Knowledge whatever of our pressing 
necessities. Here we have 8 strike 
ing illustration of the weakness of 
the Crown Colony form of governs 
jient, which prevents those on the 
spot from putting In hand works 
which sro urgently needed, AB 
long ngo as 1926, the Sccretary of 
Sta.e for the Colonies, referring in 
a telegram to the second section of 
the Shing Mun scheme, remarked 
that “I agree to.the details being 
worked out, ag it Ix obvious that 
these will bo required before long 
in any case.” To show, however, 
that the delay has not been wholly 
due to the Home authorities, it may 
be recalled that ns lute as 1929, Sir 
Ceell Clementi nsserted that the 
acheme was still in “n somewhat: 
hazy condition.” In the same 
speech, Sir Cecil harped on the cost 
of the scheme and suggested that 
it would Involve extra taxation, 
which was hardly justifiable. Well, 
we have had the extra taxation, but 
we certainly have not got the second 
section of the Shing Mun scheme 
even started ag yet—no, not even 
permission to make a start. » 

However we look at the matter, 
there can be no questioning the 
point that there has been an in- 
tolerable ‘delay in gettin nhead 
with obvious’ needs, The earlier 
delays must, in part, be lald at the 
door of the local Government; 
latterly, the Home, authorities have 
certainly been to blame. Between 
the two, the Colony has been badly 
let down, Sir William Peel and his 
advisers have been pressing hard 
for authority to proceed with the 
work, a fact which mnde it ensy for 
the Government to accept Sir Henry 
Pollock's motion. Now thu’ the 
Unoliicinls and the Government are 
united on the subject, it should be 
possible to bring the Colonial Office 
to its senses. But it is cause for 
indignation that in suchi a vital mat- 
ter we should “have to patiently 
await the permission of permanent 
officials nt Home. 

America's Shat/ ered Béliefs, | 

_A year ago one uf. the “features 
of life in Americn under the Sign 
of Depression most striking to a 
foreign observer was that the old 
loyalties, and beliefs had hardly 
been shaken. There was still an 
abiding faith in the ability of 
America’s business. men to guide 
the national economy into safe 
channels once again. The priva- 
tions which were suffered by many 
sections of the community were 
not explained in terms of Euro- 
pean Socialiam. The doctrin4, 
quaint .to European ears, that if a 
man wis poor his action should 
logically take the form of creating 
new wealth for himself instead of 
secking to secure o share of the 
wenlth of the man who had alrendy 
crented it was still believed, At 
preyent, the picture-1s no longer 
true. The depression has ut last 
shaken the faith of the American 
citizen, There is ‘no question of 
American becoming Socialist, but 
there has been far more heard 
recently in public speeches and In 
the Press of doctrines which have 
a strongly Socinlistic flavour. 
More especially has this been true 
of debates in Congress over the 
\arious proposals made to balance’ 
the Budget. The talk was a good 
deal more revolutionary than the 
action, but the action was wel- 
comed by many speakers us a step 
towards breaking up the concen; 
tration of wealth in the .country; 
in other words, not as reventte but 
as a social mensure. - Had any of 
the great figures of industry or 
finance been sitting in the gal- 
leries while Congress was voting 
heavier {taxes on the wealthy 
classes they wi ald have felt Jis- 
tinctly uncomfortable at the ten-

GLUT OF SECOND-HAND CARS. 


Do Motes ‘Last: Too Long? 


(Ry “Chiltern” in ‘the “News Chronicle”) 


It seems to be accepted among 
many ‘sections of the motor-car 
industry that something should be 
done to clear away the glut. of 
second-hind cara which have ac- 
cumulated in agents’ premises, and, 
ak some observers contend, are 
having 2 bad effect on the sales of 
new cars. 


In discussing this Rieution with 
a big agent in the used car market 
J heard a novel proposal. It was 
that the British car-industry ought 
to realise that the field for high- 
class durable automobile machinery 
had. been well exploited and that 
our chief makers should go out for 
the large market awaiting. a 
cheaper car which is built to run 
for a definite period--in | terms of 
miles, say, 80,000, or roughly two, 
yea ars—in the hands of the average! 
owner-driver a car which should: 
cost nothing during its Ife for re- 
placements or repairs due to wear. 


The Cost of Repairs. 


The proposal is interesting, and 
several pointa can be urged in its 
favour. 


This agent, who has also a large 
repalr. and service - - department, 
worked his theory out on his ¢x- 
periences of the cost of ownership 
of the cheaper grado of car, 
cnlculating its depreciation in the 
costs, as well as: taxcs and’ insur- 
ance. : 


His contention is that on his 
statistics the monthly cost over two 
and three years of the life of the 
cheap car is practically the same, 
There is little difference between 
each month of the first year the 
second year or the third, 


We all know that the first year 
in the life of a car Js the highest 
in depreciation. 1 asked him how 
this was balanced in the second 
and third years. He explained 
that while the depreciation allow- 
ance for the second and third years 
was much amaller, the ‘difference 
was more than compensated by the 
cost of repairs to almost every part 
of tho car, cf 


Owners could expect that in the 
third’ year of a car's life the repair 
bills would be considerably higher 
than in the second yenr. Most of 
hig clients were so convinced that 
three yenrs was the economic limit 
to the life of o car such og he had 
in mind that at the end of the third

to be reduced to a minimum. Each 
and every part, in fact, would have 
to be designed to give trouble-

The idea may appear fantastic, 
and if it ever came into practico 
it would hit hard many who now 
make a profit out of motorists; but’ 
how cansiderable is the possible 
market for such a car is shown by 
the figures of the snles of. cheaper , 
cars. They must be 76 per cent. of 
the total number, and probably 
about 60 per cent. of them figure . 
in w part-exchange deal at the end 
of two or three years.

lubricants which should be used. 


Basic Factors of Correct 
Lubrication. 


The correct of] for an automobile 
engine is, determined by an 
analysis of four basic factors, 
namely:—heat, oil distribution. 
piston seal and carbon formation. 


The heat factor includes a con- 
sideration of everything having 
any effect whatever upon the op- 
erating temperature of the engine, 
such ae the class of service for 
which the unit ia “to be 
used, the a¥zo of the 
engine, the. type and _loca- 
tion of the valves, the ratio of com- 
pression, tngine speed, cooling 
ayatem employed (whether thermo- 
syphon or pump circulation), and 
if the latter, what type of water 
pump.{s used, whether or not the 
temperature of the water Is 
thermostatically controlled, and 
many other things, including the 
effect of crank case ventilation. 

Of course it is well known that 
oils thin out in the presence of 
hent—some more than others—and 
it is therefore cssential that an 
oil should be selected whose heat 
realstance qualiticn are such that 
it will satisfactorily lubricate the 
engine In which it is used under 
all the temperature conditions 
imposed upon it. 


A very important fuctor in the 
selection of a lubricant is that of 
oil distribution, There are .five 
types of oil circulating systems. 
The first in known as the splash 
or all loas system, In which the of} 
in the crank case is kept at a con- 
stant level by a feed which ia de- 
dened to replenizh the oil at the 
sume rate that it is consumed. 
Then there is a splash circulation 
system wherein the oil is carried 
inte the crank ense and is circulat- 
ed by a pump. through troughs 
under the connecting rods, The 


level of the of} in these troughs 
ja maintained by an ovorflow, and 
It is the action of the.connecting 
rod dippers splashing through the 
lubricant that distributes the cor- 
rect amount of off through tho in- 
alde of the engine. A third syatem 
fa 2 combination of force feed and 
aplash methods of ofling, in which 
the operation is exactly the same. 
ae fn the splash'circulating system 
except that the main crank shaft 
bearings are lubricated under pres- 
sure by oll pipes connecting with 
the pump. Another very common 
type of lubricating system is the 
force feed method in -which the’ 
erank shaft {s drilled through its 
entire length and the ofl forced 
by pressure through the drilled 
holes to the connecting rod lower 
ond bearings ns well as to the main 
bearings. In this system there {s 
no splash at all, but the off leaking 
from the rapidly revolving bear-” 
ings is sprayed to the working 
parts of the engine. The fifth 
method is known as the full force 
feed and is the same as the fourth 
system except that the lubricant 
is also carried by the connecting 
rods up to the gudgeon or piston 
pins by pressure. . 
System Studied to Ensure 


Correct Quantities 


In selecting the correct lubricant 
for any engine, the exact type of 
system employed. must be studied 
so that the oil will. surely be dis- 
tributed in correct quantitics to 
il! surfaces of the engine to be 
protected against friction, Some 
oilg utomize much more rapidly 
than others under the action of 
splashing caused by connecting 
rod dippers. Some are rapidly 
distributed through certain types 
of force feed systems while others 
are not, and we muat always bear 
in mind the location of the off cir- 
culating pump; that is, whether 
itis exposed to the cold air or not, 
whether it is in the sump below 
the ofl level or above the oil] level, 
and if the latter, how far above, 
the length, diameter and placing 
of the oi] suction lines and many 
other details that control to a very 
fine degree the particular type of

Carbon accumulation is anothor 
factor of extreme : importance 
which must be taken into conal-- 
aeration. The sensltiveness of an 
engine to the accumulation of car- 
bon deposita is controlled by many 
factors of design, such as the 
operating temperature, piston seal 
(whether or not the engine is 
liable to become an “oil pumper”), 
tho shupe of the combustion cham- 
ber, which controjs to a very large 
degree the sensitiveness “of the 
ungtrd to detonation or knocking, 
as it-is familiarly. cniled, the 


are made and the heat conductivity 
of that material, as well as a num- 
a direct benring upon carbon 
formation. . 


Cumulative Knowledge of 
Lubrication Experts 


In reviewing the foregoing it 
will be obvious that the question 
of oll selection Is not ong for a 
layman or the average garage re- 
pair man or necessarily tha chiof 
designer of the automobile to 
settle. It is a problem which re- 
quires the cumulative knowledge 
of experts in both the engincering 
and designing fields. and in the 
fleld of lubrication. Jt is for this 
reavon that the great majority of 
automobile manufacturers rely up- 
on the advice of experts in the 
refining of lubricating ofls for the 
xelution of their lubrication pro- 
blems, and na one automobile 
manufacturer could economically 
afford to maintain such engineer~ 
ine service. 


Furthermore, nothing has been 
tnid about the behaviour and 
peculinrities of different types of 
cila, But there is far more to this 
subject than the layman might be 
inclined to believe. Sometimes 
the selection of crudes alone is 
emphasised na being most impor- 
tant. But itis a fact that refining 
processes huve even more bearing 
upon the quality of a lubricant. 
It is perfectly possible to- make 
both good and inferior ofls from 
high grade crudes, regardicss of 
their base. ‘The behaviour of dif- 
ferent oils is such that one is bust 
suited to certain types of engines 
under certain conditions of service 
while another may be entirely to. 
be preferred for another type of 
engine and another class of ser- 
vice. Quite often blends of olls 
made from different types of 
crudes blended in certain specificd 
proportions nre most satisfactory. 
But again, this is not a point to be 
settled by anyone not having a 
thorough knowledge of the behavi- 
our of this class of lubricants.

An.obscure native villago on tho 

shores of Lake: Victoria ‘has pro- 
vided archmological avidence which 
is likely to -startle the world of 
scientists. «. * 
- Dr. L. 8. B. Leakey, of Cam- 
bridge, the leader of the Ensat 
African Archwological, Expedition, 
reports that he haa found’ tho 
lower jawbone of a “homo sapiens” 
type (the modern species of man) 
among deposits which give new 
evidence of his age. : 

Dr Leakey. puts the Lake Victorla 
Man one step further ‘back than 
even the Oldpway Man, who may 
have Ived somo 2,000,000. years 
ago. Fragments of tho skelcton 
of the Oldaway Man (the earliest 
known type of “homo sapicns”) 
weer found in Tanganyika in 1918. 

Traces of anthopoid apes found 
in deposits of the Miocene period 
(in which no human belngs hove 
yet been found anywhere in the 
world) are being sent by Dr, 
Lenkey to Britlah experts. 

It is this last discovery, coupled 
with that of the Lake Victoria 
Man, that leads Dr. Leakey to the 
belief that the missing link be- 
tween man and ape will be finally 
ertablished. 

The 1918 Oldaway skeleton was 
found in circumstances which gave 
no geological clue to its age. Dr. 
Leakey, however, Jast October 
found evidence in the form of 
extinct animals proving that the 
African Oldaway Man dated’ back: 
to an age much more’ remote from 
was suspected. Tools were found 
in all the Oldaway beds. 

Dr.. Leakey has now also found 
part of the skeleton of a dinothe- 
rlum—a prehistoric form of cle- 
phant, formerly believed to havo 
lived hundreds of thousands of 
years before man.—Central News.

The draft fa published of an Or- 
dinance to amend the Inw relating 
to the Registration of United 
Kingdom Patents. 

In the now section 8 of Ordin- 
ance No, 18 of 1926, a8 nmended by 
by Ordinance No, 38 of 1931, en- 


_ acted by: this Ordinance the only 


changes are the division of tho sec-, 
tion into two sub-sectiong, the omts- 
sion of the words “by somo person 
or persons other than the holder of 


the certificate’, and the substitu. [. 


tion of the words “prior to the date 
of the Issue of .the certificate of 
registration” for the words “prior 
to the date of application for re- 
xisxtration tinder section 3." These 
amendments have been suggested 
by the Secretary of State in hia 
deapntch of the 27th February, 
1932, 

The Secretary of State points out 
that the fundamental principle tn- 
derlying the grant of a patent in 
that monopoly righta are granted 
to the patentee for a term of years 
in’ consideration for the disclosure 
of his invention. If by manafne- 
ture, use or sale an invention has 
already been surrendered, auch dis- 
closure ts therefore a bur to the 
acquisition of valld patent righta, 

The ‘words “by some person or 
persons .other than the holder of 
the certifiente,” which were In 
cluded in the amendment effected 
by Ordinance No. 38 of 1991, ap. 
pear to be contrary to this prin. 
ciple as they augrested that any 
person Who desired to exploit) an 
invention disclosed In Hongkong by 
the inventor and subsequently 
patented in the United Kingdom 
would have no redress against the 
grant of exclusive privileges in 
Hongkong ‘to the United Kingtlom 
patentes, unless such explaitation 
Were commenced before the date 
of the United Kingdom patent 


VAGRANCY LAW 
AMENDMENT - 


SOME PENAL SECTIONS 
REPEALED 


The Gazette contains the draft 

of an Ordinance to amend the 
law relating to vauraney. Tt 
explained that Section 10 
the Summary Offences Ordinance, 
1845, as amended in 1924 and 1931 
punishes mendicaney with a fine 
but docs. not define mendicancy. 
This is now done. 
' Section 15 of the principal, 
Ordinance — provides that — the 
Suncrintendent of the House of 
Detention shall yee his best endea- 
voura to obtrin suitable employ- 
ment outside the house for 
vagrants admitted thereto, Section 
16 provides for the punishment of 
any vagrant who refuses or 
neglecta to avail himself of such 
employment, when * obtained. 
‘Simflar penal sections have been 
enacted in ather Colanies; but it 
ia not considered necessary to 
retain them. Section 16 ta there- 
fore repealed by this amending 
Ordinance.

Women crooks are cousing a lot 
of troublo in London, and specint 
efforts are being mado by Scotland 
Yard to round up two women house- 
breakers who have recently made 
good hauls In West-End houses. 


Both have displayed -extraordin- 
ary daring. - 


Tho Intest effort was the robbery 
at Lady Ilingworth’s house, whore 
a pale, dark-complexioned woman 
ealmly visited a number of rooms, 
removed the jewellery and even 
went into the room whore Lady 
IHingworth was in bed. 


The woman entered the servants’ 
quarters where the ‘servanta were 
at tea. 


The two “wanted” women aro 
specialists in the “walk in’ kind of 
robbery. They reconnoitro a likely 
house, watch -the entrances and, 


when the coast is clear, calmly walk | 


in and ransack the rooms, 


* Both women are usually atylishly 
dressed and ina big house it is 
quite possible for them to mova 
about without their being regarded 
with suspicion, particularly if the 
owner is in tho habit of entertain- 
ing frequently. The raids aro 
made at varying hours during the 
day. 

Theso particular women crooks 
oro ‘individualiste—it is not bellov- 
ed they are in any way connected 
with the gangs who make poriodic 
raids. 


A few months ago a woman crook 
was being sought in tho Home 
Counties because it wad belloved 
that a woman—stylishly dressed 
and with beautiful grey hair—was 
the driver of a big car which was 
being used by men carrying out 
country houses raids. 


“The woman who becomes a 
crook,” said a criminologist yeater- 
day, “often provides a greater pro- 
blem for detectives than “her male 
counterpart. Sho is usually of 
more than averago intelligence, and 
uses her brains and lays her plans 
with much more care than men.”
